It is impossible for private Individuals 
to procure for themselves, either the means 
of transport,.or avy of tho necessaries of 
life; and everything ‘must be provided by 
the Government.. ‘The difficulties of mov- 
ing and maintaining the troops are very 
great, gnd every non-combatant accom- 
panying the force is a dlatinct cause of 
weakness not only because everything must 
be provided for them by Government, but 
because: arrangements must also copatantly 
be made for their pérsonal safety, in a 
country where the life of no Muropean will 
be for a moment safe, if he leaves the pro- 
tection of the troops. 

Tho Government will be anxlous to re- 
move these restrictions a8 soon a8 possible ; 
but the ‘public interests, and regard for the 
personal safety of the correspondents them- 
selves, make them at the present time

He has 
helped very considerably to improve its 
position, as well as to free the Indian Go- 
vernment from the stigma of catering for 
fayourable public criticism by employing 
specially favoured journals, t is not too 
late to amend the mistake that has been 
committed, a mistake that is certain to be 
made much of by the opposition in England.”

CELEBRITIES AT. HOME. 


+. £19-10 | MR WILLIAM SPOTTISWOODE LN GROSVENOE- 


PLACE. 


’ Only Professors Cayley.and Sylveater,’ 
say certain irreverent savants, ‘can under. 
stand Mr Spottiswoode, and Mr Spottis- 
woode is the only living Englishman. who 
can understand: Professora Sylvester and 
Oayley.’ . There are even sceptics who 
doubt -‘whether Mx Spottiswoode quite 
comprehonds Professor Sylvcater, who. is 
said to indulge the occasional whim of 
writing a book entirely for himself, on tho 
principle recommended by Lord Reacons- 
field. It fell out one day at the Royal 
Society that a paper by Mr Spottiswoode 
came forward for reading and discussion, 
and was, according to ‘cuatom, handed to 
one of the seoretaries—the Lucasian, 
Professor, as it happened—to read to. the 
Society. Mr Stokes took the paper, as a 
sly twinkle illumined the eyes of his brother 
secretary, Professor Huxley, and was begin- 
ning to read, ‘when the nature of . the 
document in his hand. dawned upon him, 
Hastily interrupting himself he assured his 
learned audience that the paper before 
him was ‘utterly unfit to be read aloud,’ 
and then proceeded, amid shouts of hilarity, 
to explain the reason why it was ‘unfit for 
publication’ in that particular manner. 
The Astronomer Royal, at one of the 
meetings of the British Association, adopt: 
ed a more elegant method of poking fun at 
the present President of the Koyal Society. 
Mr Spottiswoode, with chatacteristic mo-' 
desty, refrained from reading at length one 
of his elaborate papers In the Mathemati 

Section, contonting himeelf with a mere 
abstract, made as short and as generally 
intelligible as the abstruse natu e of the 
subject allowed. Sir Gorge Airy, deter- 
mined to have his joke, turned the very 
mercy of the eminent mathematician into 
food for fan; and, in thanking him in the 
name of the section for his paper, pointedly 
obsorved that he not only morited thanks 
‘for what he had imparted, but for what he 
had withheld.’ There ex{fst persons who 
think that the fun of the Astronomer 
Roysl was unconscious ; but’ thoge who 


‘know that, on one occasion, he not only 


wrote a comic song about the late Mr 
Babbage, but procured its insertion in tho 
Atheneum, wi'l hardly be of their opinion. 

No greater blunder could be made than 
to imagine tho successor of Sir Joseph 
Hooker {n the presidential chair of the 
Royal Society as a scientific recluse, buried 
in his calculations aud the remote solitude 
of an anchorito’s call, On the contrary, he 
ia | man of business and a man of the 
world, who cultivates science as be patro- 
nises art, for his amusement only, The 
Comédie Frargiise, during its past season 
in London, had no more regular visitor ; 
and Mr Spottiswoode is very proud of tho 
title of ‘Queen’s Priuter’ appended to bis 
bame of the books of Balliol, for which 
College he happened to win a fair amount 
of mathematizal kudos in his undergraduate 
days. Lt may be casually mentioned that 
since then he has beon President of the 
British Association, and now fills the highest 
scientific position attainable in this country, 
besides being a Correszotiding Member of 
the French -Academy of Sciencos, . Tho 
office of Queen’s Printer is not quite so 
purely hereditary as those of Grand 
Palconer, of Marabal of England, or of 
that queer partnership known aa‘ the Great 
Chamberlain, all of which date from ante- 
spelling times ; but it is in the third geno- 
ration, and prized accordingly by the Spot- 
tiswoodes, whose name, albeit lengthened 
in spelling, preserves the old pronunciation 
of the Spotawoods. Tbe President of the 
Royal Sveiety, who is trustee and governor 
of numerous learned bodies, has thus a very 
large business to attend to, aud 1s en- 
thusiastic on the subject of the traditions 
cluaterad round the old house with the gilt 
railings in Kast Harding-sireot. Venora- 
tion for the genius loci; however, has hardly 
proved strong enough to disturb his clear 
mathematical perception of the fitness of 
things ; and when his reign came, he lost 
notime in presenting.the Reynolds’ por- 
trait of Johneon, which had hung in the 
Queen's Printer’s offce ever since it was 
paiuted, to Pembroke College, Oxford, 
where it ia, of course, in its right. placo 
It has already boon pointed out that this 
gift of a fine picturo was in no measure 


-{due to Indifference to art, Mr acd Mra 


Spottiswoode having in fact that sound 
appreciation of art-work of all kinds which 
leads to the encouragement of sontem- 
porary skill ratber than to wholesale deal- 
ing in ancient brie-a-brac. Like Mr Alfrod 
Morrison, they have discovered one of 
thoge wonderful workers in metals, who 
after the manner of Cellini, persevere 
with indomitable resolution until they 
complete endariug monuments of their 
genius. ‘The trouvaille, unearthed during s 
trip to Italy, is ne other than Ant nio Cor- 
tellazzo of Vicenza, whose chef-d’auvre 
stards on the mantelpiece in Gr. svenor- 
plage—a clock in.a case of chased and da- 
magcened steel, representing the portico of 
a cathedral adorned with columns and 
figures of steel and silver, altogether a mar- 
vellous work, whith required five years to 
complete, On either side of this. superb 
clock stand candelabra in damascen:d steel 
and rock-oryatal, designed and executed by 
J. Barkentin, a Swedish artist in metals. 
These elaborate works are illustrative—one 
of Literature’ and Music, the other c:

GERMAN CURRENCY EXPERIMENTS, 


(World.) 

Prince Bismarck is not: afraid to “change 
his mind, The experiment ofa gold standard 
for pacers having proved a costly: failure, 
the great. Chancellor is preparing to retrace 
his steps. Rumour, as usual, is many- 
tongued; but there is little doubt that 
negotiations have been entered into with 
the United States aiming at a roturn to 
‘the use of silver as international: currency. 
Whether or not the Germans are converts 
to bimetallism, we cannot tell. The rapidity 
with which the conversion of the Chancellor 
from Free-trade to Protection was consum- 
mated shows that, once he is convinced the 
good of the Fatherland requires an. altered 
policy, he is prompt to adopt it. If, thon, 
recent experience has satisfied him that a 
monometallic gold currency is not suited for 
Germany, we may be sure there will. be 
no needless delay in discarding it.” Other 
countries will have little cause to criticise. 
In currency, as in economical matters, 
Germany must do. what seems best for her 
own interests, and of these she ought to 
be herself the best judge. The divine 
right of consumers to buy in the cheapest 
market, irrespective of national cousidera- 
tions, has never been ‘admitted as the Alpha 
and Omega of. German comumercial policy ; 
and as her statesmen have consulted the 
experience and necessities of the Fatherland 
in economical matters, they will do the same 
in regard to-currency. If the issue should 
be the substitution of silver for gold as the 
standard of value, or an attempt to concert 
a bimetallio oxperiment in conjunction 
with America, the effects. will probably be 
beneficial to the rest of the world. In 
either case silver is not likely to become 


¢ | the standard for other countries ;-for so long 


as gold is- standard in England (the- great 
monetary centre), even in ‘Germany values 
will be determined by reference to it, and 
not to silver.
